THE MAINE ELECTION. 


A Hard-Fought Battle — Full 
Vote Polled. 


THE FUSION GOVERNOR ELECTED. 


The Legislature, However, Believed 
to be Strongly Republican.

C hicago, September 13th. — The Inter­ 
Ocean has an interesting Augusta special, say­ 
ing ; The Republicans are alive and active, 
because of dispatches from all over the 
country, telling them of the anxiety felt by 
the Republicans. 
California telegraphs : “ Upon the result 
in your State depends the result in ours. 
Give us a good round majority, and we will 
double it, and gain a Congressman.” 
From Louisiana comes an appeal that 
would be effective anywhere : “ It looks to 
us here as if Maine would decide the Presi­ 
dential election, and if Garfield is beaten we 
see no hope in store for the Republicans in 
the South.” 
From Florida comes the cheering intelli­ 
gence : “We stand a fair chance of carrying 
Florida and gaining a Congressman. A Re­ 
publican victory in Maine would give us more 
encouragement than anything else, and 
would add to our ranks many hundreds of 
1 trimmers,’ who are waiting to see how the 
wind blows.” 
But the strongest dispatches are from 
Indiana, where a powerful moral effect seems 
to be expected from a victory in Maine. The 
Democrats have given out the impression in 
Indiana, it seems, that Maine will probably 
go Republican, bo that if it should happen 
to be otherwise, they could make a boast of 
it, and claim “ a tidal wave.” Hence Indiana 
Republicans are extremely anxious, as they 
expect the result in Maine will change thou­ 
sands of voters. 
Mr. Blaine has been sitting be-ide the tele­ 
graph instrument all day. His Private Sec­ 
retary, T. C. Sherman, is an experienced 
telegrapher, ami Blaine directs the campaign 
in this State almost entirely by wire. If a 
man in Bangor or Portland, or both, desires 
toconbult with Mr. Blaine, or give hijn any 
information, he Bteps into a telegraph office 
and writes his dispatch. In a few moments 
it is in Mr. Blaine’s hands, an answer is dic­ 
tated instantly, and the man receives it be­ 
fore he leaves the office from which it is sent. 
Blaine, who is familiar with every town in 
Maine, and as well with the peculi­ 
arities of most o?' the inhabitants, half 
of whom he can call by name, will telegraph 
some citizen of a town from which doubtful 
voters are reported, asking him the use of his 
influence with the men named, and notify 
the headquarters at once of the result. Iu a 
few hours Blaine will receive a telegram from 
the gentleman addressed, saying, for ex­ 
ample : “ I have seen John Doe and Richard 
Roe, as requested. The former will vote wi.h 
us ; the latter is doubtful. He expresses a 
high regard for you, but does not like the can­ 
didates.” On receiving such information, 
Mr. Blaine will at once address a telecram to 
Richard Roe, saying ; “ I fully appreciate 
your embarrassment, but you must look be- 
behind the men and vote for the principles 
they represent. You are looked upon as a 
leader in thought and action among your as­ 
sociates, and I hope, as a personal favor to 
me, you will not only vote, but work with 
us.” An appeal like this can have but one 
result—Roe goes with the Republicans. 
B oston, September 13th.—The fferahlt 
Belfast (Maine) special says: The morning 
opened damp and foggy. Voting commenced 
at 9 o’clock, both parties crowding about the 
polling places early, ready for battle. 
P o rtla n d , September 13th.—The weather 
is beautiful, and a very heavy vote is being 
thrown at all the wards. 
P o rtla n d , September 13th.—Telegraphic 
tallies from all the wards at 12 o’clock to the 
Republican State Committee-rooms give the 
Republicans 1,53(5, the Fusionists 1,433. 
This is three-sevenths of the city vote. The 
Fusionists made strong efforts to get in a 
strong vote early. 
C hicago, September 13th.—A comparison 
of returns from Portland indicates that the 
net gain already made in that city is 632 over 
last year, and that if a similar gain is made 
in all the remaining counties the Republicans 
will have carried the State by 4,700 major­ 
ity, and will have gained 5,130 votes over the 
vote in 1S79. These figures are made only as 
a curiosity, and merely indicate approxi­ 
mately the defeat of to-day’s vote. The ma­ 
jority may be much larger, but it is not likely 
to be smaller, as the most favorable returns 
are expected from the rural districts. 
L ew iston, September 13th—1 r. v.—At 
this hour Lewiston gives Davis 822, Plaisted 
675. Everybody is working and the weather 
is fine, bringing out a full vote. Fogg runs 
behind hrj ticket. At Auburn the vote is 
very large, and the Republicans are confident 
of increasing the majority of last year. 
B oston, September 13th.—The Journal's 
special from Lewiston at noon says: The 
election here and at Auburn is progressing 
quietly. Both sides are out to the last man. 
The Independent Prohibition ticket is re­ 
ceiving almost no votes. The Republicans 
will carry Auburn by a large majority, as 
they estimated. Lewiston is closer, but the 
Republicans will carry it by a good majority. 
There are more foreign votes than usual for 
the Republicans, and the Greenbackers are 
cutting the Fusion ticket somewhat. Fogg 
(Fusion) for Congress runs behind. Most of 
the voting is done here in the afternoon. A 
great variety of tickets are in circulation. 
BrnDLFORD, September 13th.—Voting to­ 
day so far ha< been quiet, each side endeavor­ 
ing to get out a full vote. At noon but a 
light vote had been thrown, and the Repu!>- 
licans had a small majority. TJiey also led 
in Kennebunk and Saco. In Kennebunk the 
Democrats are casting a much larger vote 
than last year, and it is probable that a Rep­ 
resentative may be gained. The town of 
Kennebunk and Lyman county will he close. 
The temperance vote is small. 
E a s tp o rt, September 13th.—The election 
is progressing quietly. So far the parties in 
Eastport have polled about au equal number 
of votes. 
B oston, September 13th.—The Traveller’» 
special from Augusta Bays : The morning 
opened with perfect weather, which reports 
from other parts of the State show to be gen­ 
eral. The result is that a heavy vote is being 
cast, and while the polling goes on the 
shouters on both sides maintain an equally 
confident front. Senator Blaine cast his vote 
early. He declines to give an estimate in 
figures, but feels assured of a complete Re­ 
publican triumph that will make the Con­ 
gressional delegation solid. Candidate Plais­ 
ted says, however, that he feels certain that 
he will be the next Governor. Congressmen 
Ladd and Murch are equally as positive in 
their claims. Captain Boutell9 believes that 
he will have from 8,000 to 10,000 majority 
over Ladd. Representative Frye shares his 
confidence. If the result proves them cer- 
rect, it is impossible to Fee bow the Republi­ 
can majority in the entire State can he less 
than 10,000. The Republican Committee re­ 
ceived dispatches thi - morning from Belfast, 


saying that l’la sted and Murch are both 
running behind the Fusion vote of last year 
and that of 1878. 
B oston, September 13th.—A Herald Ban­ 
gor special says: Election day opened 
pleasant, and political excitement runs high. 
Voters are comicg in in full numbers, and 
those who are well informed say they never 
knew a year when the people manifested to 
much interest, and went to the polls so 
largely as now. It is too early to give ar.y 
idea of the relative vote thrown. 
P o rtla n d , September 13th—2 f. a.—Port­ 
land gives the Republicans 3,011 ; Fusion, 
2,722. Republican majority, 269. 
B id d ifo rp , September 13th—1 p. m.— 
Forty-seven Republican majority. 
R o c k l a n d , Septemlwr 13th—1:30 P. u.— 
Two hundred Republican maiority. 
Saco, September loth—1 r. M.—Repub­ 
lican majority, 200. 
D eekisc, September 13th—1 P. II.—Fu­ 
sion maiority, 60. 
B oston, September 13th.—A Portland spe­ 
cial to the Herald says : The polls opened 
with indications of a heavy vote, with a good 
deal of scratching. The F usionists in moat 
of the wards are voting in a solid body. The 
Fusion vote will be in early. All quiet. The 
indications are that the Nye men are voting 
for Plaisted. There is an astouishing crowd 
at the polls. Berry, Secretary of the Green­ 
back Committee, claims that True, the Re­ 
publican candidate for Sheriff, has been 
scratched enough to defeat him. The Demo­ 
crats challenged every Irish Republican vote 
in Ward No. 4. 
In Biddeford the election is proceeding 
earnestly, with the promise of a full vote. The 
Democrats are more confident this morning 
than at any previous time. 
At 11 A. M. the Republicans led in six of 
the seven wards, having about sixty majority. 
CHICAGO, September 13th.—A private dis­ 
patch says : The latest returns indicate that 
Plaisted (Fusionist), for Governor, is elected. 
Congressmen Ladd and Murch (Democrats) 
are elected. Anderson (Democrat) is elected 
in the First District. Thirty-two towns give 
Davis 18,618 ; Plaisted, 16,322 ; scattering, 
120. The same towns in 1879 gave Davis 
17,981 ; Smith, 9,524 ; Garctlon, 5,812. 
B oston, September 13th.—An Augusta 
dispatch says : New returns received indi­ 
cate a close aud doubtful election iu Maine. 
A Bangor telegram says the Republicans car­ 
ried that city by 140 majority—a Fusion gaia 
of 214. Nye received five votes. 
N ew Y o rk , S ptember 13t'n.—The Timet 
has the following dispatch from Augusta, 
Maine : The returns to this time indicate 
that the State is in doubt.

B oston, September 13th.—A special to the 
Herald says that M'aldo crunty, Maine, has 
gone heavily lor the Fusionists. 

September 13;h.—Davis 431, 
Plaisted 339. Net Republican gain, 15. At 
the close of the polls in Portland the Repub­ 
licans had 251 majority. Last year the Re­ 
publican majority over all in Portland was 
602. 
P o rtla n d , September 13th.—Official re­ 
turns, lacking the island vote, give Davis 
(Rep ), 3,481 ; Plaisted (Fusion), 3,251 ; Nye 
(enforced prohibition), 19.

W orld.—Mention has already beeD made, 
says Design and Work, of the mcdifica- 
tionrf of the Singer sewmg machine to 
adapt them to certain kinds of woik. The 
latest of these we must allude to moro- 
prominently, and introduce the reader to 
the largest sewing machine in the world. 
This gigantic stitcher has just been com­ 
pleted, and may thus be described : Tbc 
machine weighs over four tons, and is is 
some respects of new desigp, uniting much 
simplicity of construction with great 
strength of parts. It is adapted for gen­ 
eral manufacturing purposes of the heavier 
sprt, although specially made for stitching 
cotton belting, an article which is just 
now taking the market as a cheap and ser­ 
viceable institntiep for gearing aud the 
ordinary leather belting. 
The material 
used is of great strength and toughness, 
and is sewed together in plies or layers up 
to an inch in thickness. The belting iu 
being sewed together is passed through 
heavy feed rollers some nine inches in di­ 
ameter and over eight feet in length, get­ 
ting stretched and pressed in the process. 
There are two needles at werk, with two 
shuttles, and the shntt’es can be removed 
from the bottom without disturbing the 
overlying plies of belting. 
The rolle» 
between which the work passes are actu­ 
ated by reversible worm and earn motions, 
and the machine has, in addition to these 
roller-feeds, what is known asa top-fe<d 
motion, suitable for a lighter class ot work. 
The stitch, as in the ordinary sewing ma­ 
chine, can be easily adjusted from one- 
eighth inch upward, and the pressure of 
the rollers on the work passing through 
the machine can be regulated at the will of 
the operator. 
The machine, w’hich ia 
driven by steam, lias been made fir a 
manufacturing firm in Livcipool.

Second—That the rates of fare fur pasWDgers be - 
tween San Francisco and “ o' t wu are exorbitant, 
excessive and prohibitory of that frequent and in­ 
timate communication between places and towns 
that tend nr»re than anything else to increase the 
business and prosperity of con munities. 
Third—That the comp.ny is in tho habit of 
making discrimination, both in its rates of hires and 
freights, iu favor of certain places and against 
others, particularly Cakcrsfield, which arc both 
unjust and unfair. 
Fourth—That the same company i j in the habit 
of charging what is called a State toll of ten cents 
on every bill of merchandise coming from San 
Francisco, even when tiio same docs not amount to 
bnt a few |M>unds, which is not warranted by nor 
within the meaning of the Act of the L t.¡stature, 
nor authorized by resolution of tho State Hoard of 
Harbor Commissioners under which the came is 
levied, for both of these direet that the said t II 
shall be paid by the said company fur the use of a 
certain portion of the water front of San Francisco, 
and give no right to exact the same from its con­ 
signees and cu-'oiners. 
F,ith—That it puts the ;>eople of Bakersfield to 
great trouble, inconvenience aud ex]H.nse by locat­ 
ing their depot and shipping point at Sumner, a 
place which is at a distance of a mile from this place 
of business, which i« both wrong and an outrage. 
Sixth—That there are insufficient accommodations 
for the convenience and comfort of passengers while 
waiting at the depot for the arrival of the trains— 
conveniences that may be dispensed with by the 
male, but are indispensable to female travelers. 
The petition then sets forth the prayers for 
relief of the complainants, asking a reduction 
in freights and fares ; th at the so-called State 
tax be abolished; that a side-track and station 
be built a t Bakersfield, and accommodations 
provided for passengers while waiting for the 
train.

Ju d g e Denson yesterday gave his decision 
in the case of Sam uel B lair vs. the B oard of 
Supervisors, w hich w as brought to set aside 
and have declared void th e action of th e 
B oard in relation to building a H a ll of R ec­ 
ords. 
The follow ing is th e decision in fu ll 
and w hich will be found to fully sustain the 
proceedings of the B oard in the p re m ise s: 
T his is a special proceeding under the Code 
to test the validity of th e proceedings of the 
Bo.-rd of Supervisors in relation to building 
a H all of Records for S acram ento county, 
and is authorized by Section 1068, Code of 
Civil Procedure, w hich reads as follow s: 
•• Section 106S. 
A w rit of review m ay be 
g ranted by any C ourt except a Police or J u s ­ 
tice’s C ourt, w hen an inferior trib u n a l, B oard 
or officer exeicisiug j ijicial functions has 
exceeded the jurisdiction of such tribunal, 
board c r officer, and there is no appeal, nor, 
in th e ju dgm ent of the C ourt, any plain, 
speedy an d adequate rem edy.” 
A t the very threshold of this investigation 
comes th e q u estio n : 
“ W as th e B oard of 
S upervisors exercising judicial functions in 
its proceedings relating to a H ail of R ec­ 
o rd s? ” for upon th e answ er to this query 
depends th e pow er of this C o u rt to review 
the proceedings of the B oard io an y e vent. 
TI e books are full of allusions to “ judicial 
functions ’’ and “ m inisterial functions,” b u t 
1 am not aw are o! any decision or com m ent­ 
ary in which a technical definition of either 
phrase is attem pted, or in which any definite 
and distinctive line is draw n betw een “ ju d i­ 
cial ” aud “ m in isterial” functions. 
H ow ­ 
ever, those tur:' s are well understood, and 
perhaps it is easier to understand and act 
upon th a n to clearly define them . _ 
I can discover no elem ent of “ judicial func­ 
tion ’’ in the m atter of determ ining th a t a 
lla ll of Records is a necessity far the pre­ 
servation of th e public records. 
Jud icial 
functions are exercised w hen an issue is raised 
upon the decision of which parties have a 
rig h t to be h e a rd ; and w hen an officer or 
B >aid is charged w ith the peí form anee of 
some p articular duty, or em powered to act iu 
some specific sphere not involving any ques­ 
tion betw een parties upon which is given a 
rig h t to be hear 1, although th e exercise of 
S' uud di-cretiou be requisite, the jurisdiction 
is “ m inisterial.” 
_ 
_ 
The B oard of Supervisors have jurisdiction 
to purchase supplies for the C ounty Hosp ital, 
an a m uch good ju Igm ent and discretion are 
essential in properly determ ining the p articu ­ 
lar kinds aud qualities of food and other su[>- 
plies to be provided for th e support of the in­ 
digent sick of th e county, h u t it w ould be a b ­ 
surd to say th a t in exercising such discretion 
the B oard acted judicially. 
A nd so, in alm ost every act of the B oard 
of Supei visors, sound discretion m u st be ex­ 
ercised, and th eir actions can be review ed on 
ca ti" tiri only when the jurisdiction to act 
partakes of Hie n atu re cf a trial of Home is 
sue, or of some m atter w herein som e person 
has the legal rig h t to m ake an issue and have 
the sam e tried. 
Subdivision 9 of Section 4046 of th e P o lit­ 
ical C ode confers upon th e B oard of S uper­ 
visors the pow er “ to cause to be erected and 
furnished a C ourt house, J a il, H ospital and 
such other public buildings as m ay be neces­ 
sary .” 
T he d u ty of determ ining w hen any public 
building is necessary devolves entirely upon 
the Board, and no other person has any rig h t 
to have notice, or to be heard, either in favor of 
or ag liust the proposition, and the d u ty of 
the B oard in such regard has no resem blance 
to nor elem ent cf judicial functions. 
I t clearly follows th a t th is C o u rt cannot in 
the proceeding review th e proceedings of the 
Board of Supervisors com plained of, and the 
ease m ight well end here, b u t since other 
questions were argued by counsel, and since 
this is a m atter of considerable public cou 
cera, I deem i t appropriate to dispose of 
some of th e other questions presented.
